Vegetarian Lasagna. 

Lately we have had a vegetarian amongst our guests. 
However, this very tasty dish will also satisfy others. 
Additional vegetables, such as cubed eggplant, 
zucchini and roasted cubes of pumpkin can be 
included. However, do not exceed about a liter of 
the vegetable mixture. 

Ingredients: 

Knob of butter, for greasing and frying 
1 can lentils 

1 vegetable stock cube or chicken cube for non¬ 
vegetarians 

1 tablespoon olive oil, for frying 
1 onion, chopped 
1 garlic clove, chopped 
100 gr mushrooms, sliced 
100 gr leek, finely sliced 
1 carrot, grated 

1 x 400 gr can of chopped tomatoes 
Salt and freshly ground black pepper 
9 sheets instant Lasagna 
A handful grated Parmesan (or vegetarian 
alternative) 

Cheese Sauce: 

110 gr butter 
85 gr plain flour 
1 liter milk 

150 gr grated low fat tasty cheddar 

Pinch of grated nutmeg 

Salt and freshly ground black pepper to taste 

Method: 

1. Preheat the oven to 180C. Generously grease a 
baking dish with butter. 

2. Heat the olive oil and butter in a frying pan 
(with lid) over a medium heat. Add the onion, garlic, 
mushrooms, grated carrot and leek and fry for about 
five minutes, or until softened. 

3. Stir in the cooked lentils and simmer gently for 
five minutes, then stir in the tomatoes and vegetable 
stock cube. Cover with lid and simmer on a low heat 
for 10-15 minutes. Season, to taste, with sea salt and 
freshly ground black pepper. 

4. Meanwhile, for the cheese sauce, melt the butter 
in a medium saucepan over a medium-high heat, 
then mix in the flour and stir until bubbling. 
Gradually add the milk, whisking constantly, until 
the mixture is smooth. 

5. Simmer gently, stirring constantly, until the 
sauce starts to thicken, then stir in the cheese and 
season with salt, freshly ground black pepper and 
nutmeg and remove from heat. 

To assemble the lasagna, spread a quarter of the 
vegetable mixture all over the base of the greased 
baking dish, cover this with a quarter of the cheese 
sauce, then arrange a third of the lasagna sheets over 



the top. Repeat three more times and finish with the 
last quarter of cheese sauce. Sprinkle over the 
Parmesan cheese and bake in the oven for 30-40 
minutes, or until bubbling and golden-brown. 

Note: You can make the vegetable mixture and the 
cheese sauce before, but do not combine the 
ingredients till just before you want to put the dish 
in the oven. In that case you have to warm the 
cheese sauce.

Leiden’s Ontzet. (Relief) 

The city of Leiden was besieged from 1573 until 
1574, when it was finally relieved. Leiden’s Relief 
(Leiden’s Ontzet) is celebrated annually in order to 
commemorate the siege, which took place during 
the Eighty Years’ War and the relief of the city on 
October 3, 1574. 

Initially the Leiden City Council remained loyal to 
the Sovereign Lord King Philip II of Spain, but in 
June 1572, the City choose to be loyal to Prince 
William of Orange. 

In an attempt to regain power over the City, the 
Spanish starved the inhabitants of Leiden in order to 
force them to surrender. The City Council remained 
unmoved and would not even consider surrendering 
to the Spanish oppressor. 

The “(water) Geuzen” pierced the dikes at 
Rotterdam and Capelle aan de IJssel in September 
1574, in order to flood the polder lands. 

It took, however, two more months before rains and 
storms made the waters accumulate in the area 
around Leiden. That water allowed the “Geuzen”, 
protestants fighting the Spanish king, Philip II, to 
reach Leiden and threaten the Spaniards. 

Then in the night of 2-3 October, the Spanish 
besiegers withdrew, threatened both by the water 
and by the Geuzen. Leiden had been relieved. 

The population had suffered great hardships. During 
the siege one third of the population had died, and 
the rest was dangerously close to starvation. 

Fortunately, the Geuzen had 
brought white bread and herring, 
and in the deserted Spanish 
positions, an enormous kettle 
with Hotch-Potch (hutspot) was 
found. Thus a tradition was bom. 
Ever since that day, 3 October 
1574, Leiden celebrates its relief 
with Hotch-Potch and herring with white bread. 
Many people who work in Leiden get or take the 
day off. The celebration has developed into a huge 
popular festival, with a fair, parades and markets, 
which are visited by hundreds of thousands of 
people.

Insurance. 

When you first move to a foreign country, there are 
literally a jillion things you need to arrange. It’s no 
surprise, that many of my first days in the lowlands 
were spent at the aptly named “Alien’s Police”, 
completing endless red-tape. I felt like an alien; 
there was the thrill of all things new and exciting, 
yet even the simplest tasks were confusing and 
utterly foreign. 

On my list of things to 
arrange was insurance 
- and boy, was I in for 
a treat! I sat across a 
pimply banker who 
handed me a tattered 
laminated folder, of 
what appeared to be, 
hundreds of different 
types of insurance 
policies. After 
straggling through the list, I looked up and asked 
him what I really needed. He mumbled a few things 
about not being allowed to give personal advice and 
then pointed to one entry entitled ’’personal liability 
insurance”. 

“You definitely need this one!” he blurted out, 
almost excitedly: “The Dutch ALL have this one!” 

I asked what it was actually for and he launched into 
a long and dull explanation of coverage for damage 
or harm to a person or property. Failing to 
understand exactly why this was of critical 
importance to all Dutch people, I asked for an 
example. 

He was prepared for the question and got right to it: 
“Imagine you are at a friend’s house for dinner 
tonight and you spill red wine on their white carpet! 
Instead of you having to pay for a new carpet, your 
insurance company will!” 
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Stuff Dutch People Like & Ditjes and Datjes 


Back at the office, I decided to broach the subject 
with a few of my Dutch colleagues. Sure enough, 
they ALL had the infamous “personal liability 
insurance”. Before I even had a chance to ask 
more, one of my older female colleagues chimed 
in: “Colleen, what would you do if you spilt red 
wine on a friend’s white couch? Now where would 
that leave you? How silly not to have insurance for 
that!” 

Based on the morning’s conversations I could only 
help but assume three things: 

• The Dutch were very clumsy wine drinkers. 

• White carpets and couches seemed to be very 
popular in the Netherlands. 

• Dutch people apparently charged other Dutch 
people for damages incurred at dinner 
parties. 

The above didn’t necessarily leave me eager in 
anticipation for a Dutch dinner party (.. .1 couldn’t 
imagine a scenario in my home country, where we 
would suddenly swap bank account or insurance 
policy numbers over spilt wine). 

Clearly I had a thing or two to learn about the 
Dutch; for it turns out they do simply LOVE 
insurance! In fact, they love it so much, they are 
the second highest consumers of insurance in the 
ENTIRE WORLD! Yes, this tiny nation of 
freakishly tall folk, are only second to Switzerland 
in their national obsession with all things 
insurance. 

With this unsettling obsession you would be safe to 
assume the Dutch are a rather pessimistic and 
fearful bunch. However, this peculiar behaviour 
isn’t based on fear, but rather a pragmatic 
mentality, coupled with a healthy dose of herd 
mentality. As my pre-pubescent banker alluded to, 
the “everyone-else-is-doing-it” sales-pitch was 
apparently quite convincing. 

Can there be a point when a nation is too cautious 
or overly prepared for impending disasters? You 
betcha! In 2012 the Dutch National Consumer 
Bureau announced, that far too many Dutch people 
were over-insured. Many a Dutchie was double or 
triple insured. The spokesman of the Consumer 
Bureau, some even having completely irrelevant 
insurance policies, went as far to say in an 
interview, that purchasing insurance seemed now 
to be a “national hobby“. 

I think it’s fair to say it’s time for a new past-time! 
One that’s perhaps a tad more upbeat? Let’s show 
the world the Dutch aren’t as paranoid as they 
look. 

PS: I eventually caved into the peer pressure and 
bought my “spilt-red-wine-insurance”, but I am 
happy to report that I haven’t had to use it yet!

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Neerlandia AGM - President’s Report 


Good Afternoon Ladies and Gentlemen, thank you for attending today’s 48 th 
Annual General Meeting of Dutch Society Neerlandia. Let’s look back at the past 
year and see how we have fared. 

Over the past year we have seen Membership decrease from 352 in September 2016 
to 347 in 2017. We have lost Members due to natural causes and although we 
welcomed 31 new Members so far in 2017, this number was smaller than the 
number of Members that we lost. 

However, this trend is not surprising, in fact, the Committee foresaw this trend a long time ago. 

The traditional Members are growing older and the younger Dutch, although they enjoy coming to the Dutch Club 
and meeting each other, are less inclined to become a committed Member of our Club. 

Interestingly though, the events that Neerlandia organised over the past 12 months for the younger families, have 
been very well attended and appeared to be a success, especially the Children’s Disco and the Ice Skating afternoon. 
The Electronics’ Club, where Members and guests work on developing their own software, has proven to be a well- 
chosen event, where old and young get together. 

The younger Committee Members, who are looking after the Neerlandia Juniors’ Club are learning better to 
understand what events pull the younger families to our Club, an understanding that the Committee continues to 
develop. At the same time the Committee also realises that there will always be a significant difference of 
expectations and social circumstances between the traditional Neerlandia Members and the current, new and future 
Members. And for that reason the Committee expects that over the years to come we will see a continuous decrease 
in Membership, with an expected stabilisation of around 200. 

The Committee’s expectations are not only based on common sense, but also on the Membership database that over 
the past six years has been diligently updated by Kaye Wegman. Kaye recently advised the Committee that she will 
retire from her Membership responsibility by the end of this year, a decision that the Committee regrets but fully 
supports. 

I would like, on behalf of the Members in general and on behalf of the Committee in particular, thank Kaye Wegman 
for her tireless efforts and her punctuality, and also for her analytical advise, which the Committee always enjoyed 
listening to. 

Kaye, thank you very much and we wish you all the best and enjoyment with your new interests. 

Let’s move on to our Sponsorship Programme, which is so closely connected to Membership. 

Our Members have since the sale of our Clubhouse been enjoying this Sponsorship Programme. A programme 
developed by the Committee as a way of thanking the Members for believing in their Club, also during the financial 
hardship years, when only a frugal financial regime could get us over the threshold. 

You stuck with us and after the Clubhouse at Cambridge was sold, we wanted to use 2017 to express our 
appreciation of your loyalty to Dutch Society Neerlandia. 

In the new year Neerlandia will continue to look after its Members and to make the Members benefit from Club life. 
Yet, as it is the Committee’s duty to look ahead it is our intention to adjust the Sponsorship Programme next year. 
With a solid and thought through financial strategy we may, in the not too distant future, be in a position whereby we 
can buy or build our own Clubhouse again. 

However, if this is to occur, the dynamics of such a Clubhouse would be totally different to the one that most of you 
know from Cambridge Street and a new Clubhouse could only be realised, based on a big enough Membership base 
and a watertight business plan, that would generate a variety of income for the Club. 

A stable Membership base and a healthy financial position are the Committee’s continuous focus for the future of 
Neerlandia. To achieve this healthy financial position and a sustainable Membership base, the Committee is working 
on a new category of Club Membership: the Family Membership. 

Meanwhile those of you who frequent the RDC Clubhouse had to walk around the renovation of the old house. The 
Committee realises that it is not always easy and we apologise for the inconvenience. However, neither the Rhein 
Donau Club, nor Neerlandia, could foresee the implications of this essential renovation. 

A bit further on in this meeting you will be introduced to the new Neerlandia Committee, a Committee without 
Lianna Parker. You are all aware that Lianna is retiring from the Committee after eight years working tirelessly for 
the Club. And for me personally Lianna has been (and still is) a great teacher, a rock for me to go to for support and 
her intimate knowledge of all Club affairs is unprecedented. 

However, although less involved with the day to day running of the club, Lianna has committed herself to working 
on the new Neerlandia Constitution and she has also offered assistance with Committee work if and when necessary 
- for this we thank her kindly. 

I hope and I trust that my report has given you an insight in the current and future plans of the Committee for the 
Club and its Members. 

Ladies and gentlemen, I thank you all for your attendance and I wish you and Neerlandia a Happy and Healthy New 
Year.

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The Old City of Oudewater 


Oudewater is a Municipality 
and a City in the Province of 
Utrecht. 

Oudewater is located in the 
Southwest of Utrecht, close 
to its border with South 
Holland and it was of great 
Flag and Coat of Arms of OUDEWATER. strategic importance in the 

Middle Ages. It is situated 

where the Linschoten river flows into the Hollandse IJssel. 

The Municipality of Oudewater consists of the following Cities, 

Towns, Villages and/or Districts: Hekendorp, Oudewater, Papekop and 
Snelrewaard. 

Oudewater has a protected, historical City Center, with more than 250 
protected houses. 

History: Historic Houses. 

The origin of the Town of Oudewater is obscure and no information has been found 
concerning the first settlement of citizens. It is also difficult to retrace the name of 
Oudewater. One explanation is that the name is a corruption of the old word water-meadow. 
The Town was granted City rights in 1265 by Hendrik van Vianden, the Bishop of Utrecht. 

Oudewater took its place in the First Free States council in Dordrecht 
on 19 July 1572. Oudewater was one of the twelve Cities taking part in 
the first free convention of the States General in Dordrecht. This was a 
meeting that laid down the origin of the State of the Netherlands, as we 
now know it, under the leadership of the House of Orange. 

This happened at the beginning of the Eighty Years' War, (1568-1648) 
when the Netherlands were still part of the Spanish Empire. The City 
of Oudewater was conquered by the Spanish on 7 August 1575 and 
most of its inhabitants were killed, including the family of famous 
Oudewater native and Protestant theologian Jacobus Arminius (1560- 
1609). 

In the 16th and 17th century, Oudewater was an important producer of 
rope. In the surrounding area, hemp was cultivated. There is still a rope 
The Rope Museum, manufacturing plant and a Rope Museum in the City. 
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The Old City of Oudewater

The Weigh House. 


The Weigh House: 

Oudewater is famous for the Heksenwaag 
(Witches' scales). This Weigh House, an official 
Town building, became famous during the 16th 
century, because people accused of witchcraft 
were offered an honest chance of proving their 
» innocence. In many Cities and Countries such 
4 trials were usually rigged, resulting in the burning 
or drowning of hundreds of innocent people. 

Many people accused of witchcraft from all over 
Europe (or at least, those who could afford the trip) 
made a head-over-heels trip to Oudewater to avoid 
being burned at the stake. 



After the official weigh-ins, they received an official certificate 
proclaiming them not to be a witch. Although nobody was ever 
found to be an actual witch in Oudewater, the weigh-ins were 
still a public spectacle. 

Even today you can get a certificate that "your body weight is in 
proportion to your build." 

The reasoning behind this is the old belief, that a witch has no 
soul and therefore weighs significantly less than an ordinary 
person; this distinction allows the witch to fly on a broomstick. 
The Waag is still open as a tourist attraction, and official 
certificates are still available. The Town hall dates from 1588 
and features a stork's nest. The church, now Protestant, dates 
from the 15th century. Its tower is from about 1300.
